~ -Duke of Holftein the Title of Royal Highnefs, as being the next Prince of 
the Blood, with the Provifo however, that he fhall not be thereby formally en- 
tituled to theSucceffion to the Crown of Sweden, but that this Point fhall be left 
to the Confideration of the next Diet. 

Asto the Arrears due to the Duke, the States have refolved, That this fhall 
be paid out of the 400000 Rubles ftipulated bythe Treaty of Nyftad ; but this 
Refolution wants the Approbation of the Queen, whois remarked to be a good 
Wife, but not over Good to her Kindred. _ However it be, one would think, that 
if the King and Queen have no Children, nor are ever likely to have any ; they 
fre rather to be thankful for the Bleffing of having a Prince fo nearly related to 
them, and fo worthy to ftep into the Throne after them, than enter into fuch 
dreadful Refolutions, as to turn their Gevernment Topfy ‘Turvy to keep him out. 

Thegreat Turn that is given in Favour of the Duke of Holftein, is very. much 
owing to the Interpofitions of the Czar, whofe chief Defign thereby, is to eftab- 
lith the Mufcovite and Swedes in one Intereft. 

They write from Paris, That the King of Spain’s Order for reftoring Com- 
merce between the two Kingdoms as before the Contagion, has occafioned great 
foy amongft all Traders in France.
